G.S.R. 228(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (a) of article 318 ot the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following regulations further to amend 
the Union Public Service Commsission (Members) 
Regulations,. 1969, namely:— 

1. 0) These regulations may be called the Union 

Public Service Commission (Members) 
Amendment Regulations, 2009. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force 
on the 1 st day of January, 2006. 

2. In the Union Public Service Commission (Mem¬ 
bers) Regulations, 1969, in regulation 4, after the proviso, 
the following proviso shall be inserted at the end,’ 
namely: — 

Provided further that for the period beginning on 
and after the 1st January, 2006 and ending at the 
30th April, 2007, the Chairman shall receive a pay of 
ninety thousand rupees per mensem and each of the 
other Members shall receive a pay of eighty 
thousand rupees per mensem”.

Foot Note : The principal regulations were published in the 
Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-Section (i) vide 
Notification Number G.S.R. 1402 dated the 11th October, 
1969 and subsequently amended by 
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Explanatory Memorandum 

Based on the recommendations of the Sixth Central 
Pay Commission, the Government of India have since issued 
a notification revising the scale of pay of the Central 
Government Servants with effect from the 1 st January, 2006. 
The above decision is, however, not applicable to 
constitutional authorities for whom separate provisions 
are required to be made. The Central Government has, 
therefore, decided that the Chairman and other Members 
of the Union Public Service Commission may also be allowed 
the increase in the scales of pay recommended by the Sixth 
Central Pay Commission for Central Government officers 
of equivalent grade. It has also been decided that the 
revision of pay of Chairman and other Members of the 
Union Public Service Commission be given effect from the 
1st day of January, 2006 as has been done in respect of 
Central Government officers. It is certified that no person’s 
interest shall be adversely affected by giving retrospective 
effect to these regulations.
